Netflix is going back to the future. 

The digital video delivery company 
said Monday that it is reversing a plan 
announced only weeks ago to spin off its 
DVD-by-mail business from its streaming 
\ideo service. 

CliO Reed Hastings announced 
Sept. 1 8 that the company’s movies- 
by-mail service would be rebranded as 
Qwikster and would add video games to 
its catalog, while the Netflix brand would 
be dedicated to streaming video. 

Now Netflix is abandoning that plan. 

‘‘Instead, U.S. members will continue 
to use one website, one account and one 
password for their movie and TV watching 
enjoyment under the Netflix brand,” the 
company said in a statement. 

Netflix issued its second mca culpa 
in as many months, acknowledging the 
consumer outrage about its Qwikster 
announcement, 

“Consumers value the simplicity 
Netflix has always offered and we respect 
that,” Hastings said, “There is a difference 
between moving quickly — which Netflix 
has done very well for years— and moving 
too fast, which is what we did in this case.” 

The company had already lost an 
estimated i million customers, or about 
4 percent of its subscribers, after Netflix 
split its DVD and streaming businesses 
in July, effectively raising prices on 
subscribers of both by 6o percent.

When Netflix announced last month that 
its movies-by-mail service would become 
a separate unit named Qwikster, the un-

Pay service 

The CTA is playing catchup to other cities 
that have launched open fare systems that 
accept mobile payments and smart cards. 

More than a year ago, the CTA issued a 
request for companies to submit proposals 
on the design, implementation and operation 
of an open fare collection system. 

Tills is not a new concept. New York 
City has piloted an open fare system, and 
Philadelphia is expected to move forward on 
a new payment structure this month. 

The CTA also has been mulling this for a 
while. In 2009, the CTA hoped to begin tran- 
sitioning to an open fare system by summer 
2010 and complete this transition by summer 
2012. TTiis timetable is unlikely to happen.

“My students are under-educated,” said 
Temeltas, who teaches at Orr Academy Tligh 
School on the West Side. “T'heir parents are 
unemployed and losing their homes to fore- 
closure.” 


TTie demonstration was organized by Stand 
Up Chicago, a coalition of some 20 community 
groups and organizations that want “to reclaim 
our jobs, our homes and our schools,” according 
to the group^s website. 

Protesters gathered at five downtown lo- 
cations and snarled evening traffic as they 
marched toward a gathering at Monroe Drive 
and Michigan Avenue, next to the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago. TTie march was timed to 
coincide with a reception of the Futures In- 


dustry Association in the museum's Modern 
Wing. 

A large contingent organized by the Chica- 
go Teachers Union crowded the pbza outside 
the Chicago Board of Trade before marching 
east on Jackson Street. 

“For teachers all of these [economic] is- 
sues are connected,” said Elizabeth Parisian, 
spokeswoman for Stand Up Chicago. “It's a 
matter of money moving out of our neighbor- 
hoods and into the hands of these bankers.” 


Stand Up Chicago wants a $1.4 billion tax 
levied on trading at the city’s biggest financial 
exchanges to fund a jobs program. Calling 
CME Group Inc. and CBOE Holdings Inc. 
“giant casinos” that fuel the kind of “excessive 
risk-taking” it says brought on the financial 
crisis, the group is floating a 25-cent-per-con- 
tract tax on the two exchanges. 

A CME spokesman declined to comment 
on the proposal. A CBOE spokeswoman did 
not respond to a request for comment.

More than 200 new energy-efficient street- 
lights installed on Lake Shore Drive have 
suffered outages, and Chicago is on the 
hook to pay for a large part of the repairs, 
officials said. 

About 2,140 ceramic metal-halide light 
fixtures were installed from late last year 
through this summer on the drive from 
Hollywood Avenue to just beyond it at 71st 
Street. 

The streetlights are brighter, use less elec- 
tricity than the sodium-vapor fixtures they 
replaced and will last for seven to eight years, 


compared with five to six years for the old 
system, according to the Chicago Depart- 
ment ofTransportation. 

But almost 10 percent of the new lights 
have failed, officials said. In some cases, 
bulbs burned out and fuses blew Other is- 
sues stemmed from the poor condition of 
the existing underground electrical infra- 
structure, officials said. 

The contractor installing the new street- 
lights found deficiencies, including faulty 
connections leading from the existing wir- 
ing to the poles, as well as bad circuitry, of- 
ficials said.

Orders for the latest iPhone, the last prod- 
uct the company introduced before the death 
of Apple CO- founder Steve Jobs, surpassed 
1 million in the first 24 hours, beating the pre> 
vious one-day record of 600,000 sales for the 
iPhone 4, according to the company. 

The new phone, which will appear on store 
shelves Friday, disappointed some fans when 
Apple introduced it last week, but it is proving 
to be a bigger draw because more phone com- 
panies are carrying it and it will appear in more 
countries, analysts said. 

Another big factor may be Jobs. 

Massive outpourings of grief and sympathy 
over his death Wednesday— along with testa- 
ments to his genius and status as a visionary 
business leader— m^ have spurred sales.

First it was Batman, then the Transformers. Now pro streetbike rider Aaron Colton is taking 
over part of the Loop to film a series of stunts. Several streets (LaSalle, Wells, Lake, Randolph) 
will be blocked off from midnight-4 a.m. Wednesday so Colton can shoot a video called “Night 
Tracks” for Red Bull’s website. The Minnesota native, 19, who has been called the “Justin Bieber 
of streetbike freestyle,” talked to RedEye about his daredevil lifestyle. 


What’s the streetbiking scene like in Chi- 
cago? 

It’s actually really big. There are a lot of 
Chicagoans who are into it. Now, not many 
people do it downtown because the city is 
really congested and it’s not as fun with all 
the traffic, so most people go outside the city 
to ride. 

Why was downtown Chicago picked as the 
video’s setting? 

I could do a lot of stunts in a random parking 
lot, but it’s going to be really cool to have 
Chicago as a backdrop for it. ...

Where’s “CSI: Chicago” or "‘Law & Order: 
Chicago”? 

With all the headlines over the years of 
police dramas, scandals, serial kilters and 
gang violence, Chicago has plenty of material 
for prime-time dramas. 

“Chicago is just a good place to tell a story. 
It’s got an identity and personality that view- 
ers can immediately connect with, and it^s a 
big metropolis with grit and complexity and 
interesting-looking locations and all of the 
pros and cons that a big city tends to wrestle 
with— some of that is crime-stopping,” said 
Rich Moskal, director of the Chicago Film 
Office. 

Chicago’s tough-talking police officers 
and crime-solving detectives lately have been 
edging in on turf typically protected by New 
’Vbrk and L.A. Although the Fox cop drama 
“The Chicago Code” recently was canceled, 
a spotlight still is shining on Chicago in 
Lifetime’s “Against the Wall” and FX’s pilot 
“Powers.” The city is gaining attention on 
the small screen among the wide variety of 
scripted, cop-centric dramas and documen- 
tary series. 

“Chicago for a cop show 
is a pretty rich place,” said 
Robert Thompson, direc- 
tor of the Bleier Center 
for Television and Popular 
Culture at Syracuse 
University 'Fhe city has 
potential because it is a 
place often associated 
with corruption and 
is easily recognizable 
by its landmarks and 
architecture. Plus, 

Chicago has an 
impressive produc- 
tion infrastructure, 
he said.

ccss to Chicago police detectives investigat- 
ing missing persons cases over the first two 
days after a person is reported missing. 

Earlier this year, cameras rolled in 
River North and Lincoln Park for the CW’s 
scripted pilot “Cooper and Stone” about two 
female Chicago homicide detectives. But the 
network passed on it. 

These days, there are more venues for cops 
shows to air as more networks do original 
programming, Thompson said. 

But why Chicago hasn’t been home to a long- 
running drama baffles pop culture experts. 

Its Midwestern values and perspective 
are appealing, said Michael Niederman, 
chairman of the TV Department at Colum- 
bia College Chicago. It’s also an alternative 
to shows set in New Y)rk and L.A., places 
where networks are based. 

“I’ve always wondered why there weren’t 


more cop shows set here,” he said. 

Lately, Chicago has been “enjoying a surgp” 
in TV production overall and that includes 
some police shows, Moskal said. 

“WeVe had our share, but we haven’t had 
the long-running franchise of a cop drama 
like 'Law & Order’ or 'CSF or something 
along those lines,” Moskal said. “Certainly 
producers are looking at Chicago as a pos- 
sible destination for that.”

BEIGNETS 

TO BITE INTO 


1. Jimmy’s Pizza Cafe sissNUncoinAve. 773-293-e992 

Along with New York-style pizza and coffee from Chicago’s own Intelligensia, this nearly 3'month- 
old cafe also brings a bit of New Orleans to Lincoln Square with beignets. "My recipe, as far as the 
taste, a lot of people have said they’re just like in New Orleans, even better,” owner Jimmy Kang 
says. Before opening at 7 a.m., Kang makes a batch of dough and then deep-fries each beignet to 
order until the dough runs out, which lately has been as early as 11:30 a.m. These powdered sugar- 
dusted beauties come three to an order for $2.50. 

2. MorSO 340 W.ArmitageAve. 773-880-9280 

Chef Matt Maroni teamed up with Nate Meads of Fritz Pastry for an assist on his dessert menu, and 
that’s where you’ll find Morso’s miniature beignets for $7, coated in nutmeg sugar and plated with 
a drizzle of coriander, cumin and chipotle-spiced honey. A seasonal fruit ice cream-most recently 
huckleberry-serves as a sidekick. 

3. Butcher & The Burger 1021 W.ArmitageAve. 773-697-3757 

From the name of Allen Sternweiler’s project, which is due to open sometime next week in Lincoln 
Park, it’s easy to tell that it’s both a burger joint and a butcher shop. But what you can’t tell from 
the name is that he’ll also be cooking up beignets in their natural habitat alongside Cafe du Monde 
coffee. They’ll cost you $1 apiece, $5 for six or $2 for three with purchase of a coffee drink,
